BALLOONS ARE BOOHED , 


Army and'Nzvy Officers Predict Use- 


fulness In Next Great Ccnfiict. 


Washington. July 20.—That in the 


next gieat conflict bctwcea nations, 
the advance column cf each army wi',1 
be compose.1.', of airships and b^l OQ;KJ. 
is the belief i:: array and nnv.il circles, 
here. For this reason tne army bal- 
loon tests which -aro to bogin at Fort 
Myer next v.eek will roctive mush at- 
tention in military circlet,. It is un- 
derstood that several cf the military 
attaches ot the iHrloniatic corps will 
be at Fort Mycr to take notes and re- 
port to their respective governments 


One cf tho most important results 


of the Fort Myor tests probably will 
be the establishment of a-n aerostatic 
corps in tho navy. Assistant Secre- 
tary of the navy Ncwbsrsy v/ill bo ono 
of the interested spectators. lie has 
been following closely the progress 
made in ballooning and has requested 
General Allen of the signal corps tc 
notify him when the trials will tako 
place at Fort Myer. It is understood 
that the American airship and balloon 
corporation is building a dirisible bal- 
loon to be tri- d out before a r.ava! 
board when completed. 


Another enthusiast in the navy is 


Rear Admiral C. M. Chester of the 
bureau of equipment. Admiral Ches- 
ter claims that aeronautics should be- 
an adjunct of the navy, because UK- 
mariner is specially fitted to deal with 
the conditions that arc met with in 
the air. Lieutenant Robert P. Ilender 
son. chief engineer of the battleship 
Missouri, has made extensive experi- 
ments having for their objtct the ap- 
plication of the gyroscope to flying 
machines. 
He has the support of Ad- 


miral Chester and other naval officers 
in recommending the establishment of 
a corps in the navy to be devoted to 
the application of aeronautics to naval 
warfare. The advantage to be derived 
from such a corps, properly equipped, 
was clearly demonstrated in the Jap- 
anese-Russian war. when 
balloons 


were for the first time employed in 
naval defense, although the idea had 
existed for some time. Experiments 
have been made in France of balloon 
ascensions from the decks of men-of- 
war and flights were made over the 
sea, demonstrating the great possibili- 
ties in the way of reconnaissance. 
Without divulging the presence of the 
battle-ship, the balloon gives a radius 
of observation of CO miles, instead of 
the ordinary range of 12 miles from 
the deck of a vessel. It also renders 
it possible to see objects below the 
surface of the water, such as mines 
and submarines, which can not be lo- 
cated from the dock of a ship.

Washington, July D.—Cold figures 


show in a striking manner tho effec- 
tive work of the division of informa- 
tion of the bureau of immigration and 
naturalization in diverting hundreds 
of poor aliens from the crowded cen- 
ters of the country to fertile farms 
and other places where there is a big 
demand for that class of laborers. 
**rom the first of February last to the 
close of June, nearly 1,000 aliens and 
others have been sent in response to 
applications to various parts of the 
country. Twenty-six nationalities are 
represented in this distribution, and 
the employment secured was princi- 
pally farm work.

RACE A FAILURE 


Balloons Seek Lower Level 


When Temperature Falls. 


BALLAST SUPPLY GIVES OUT 


All 
Five Contestants In St. Paul 


Flight 
Land 
Within 
Seventy-five 


Miles of City — Chicago Aeronaut 
Wins With Largest Balloon Entered. 
Several Pilots Describe Trip. 


St. Paul. Minn., July 20.—The effort 


made by flve monster balloons to sur- 
pass the world's distance and endur- 
ance record was a failure, the longest 
air-Hue distance traveled being 73- 
miles, made by the Chicago, owned 
by C. A. Coey, Chicago. The Pommern, 
which was the last to report, landed 
near Warsaw, Minn., about 52 miles 
from St. Paul. 


The Chicago, the largest balloon in 


the race, came down near Blooming 
Prairie, Minn., about So miles south of 
St. Paul, on the Milwaukee road. No 
details of the landing were received 
here. 


Lieutenant J. G. Bennett, pilot of 


the King Edward, who landed at 
Hampton. Minn., on his return to St. 
Paul denied the story telephoned here 
that his balloon had caught on the 
telephone wires. 


A. Leo Stevens, director of the race, 


in explaining the failure of the aero- 
nauts to sail greater distances than 
they had accomplished, said that the 
lifting power of the gas was not as 
great as they had counted on, and that 
consequently the balloons were unable 
to carry the amount of ballast neces- 
sary for a long flight. 


Captain P. S. Hudson, pilot of the 


balloon American, which landed six 
miles south of Owatonna. Minn., SO 
miles south of here, returned to St. 
Paul with his assistant. Horace Wilde 
of Chicago. Mr. Wilde gave out the 
following story of the balloon's flight: 


"We were handicapped to start 


with." said Mr. Wilde, "because the 
gas was too heavy. To make a long 
flight we should have carried 50 sacks 
of sand ballast, but we were unable 
to get away with more than 14. 


"We shot up to a height of 4,GOO 


feet and sailed at that level for a long 
time. Our highest, altitude was 5,200 
feet. As the sun began to sink in the 
west, the gas began to contract and 
the balloon fell to the 2,000-faet level. 
Clouds also obscured the sun anil 
caused a further contraction 'of the 
gas. 
*• 


"As the sun sank further in the 


west we threw out sand, a handful at 
a time. Finally we descended until 
we were within 10 feet of the eartfy 
and cur irail rope was dragging over 
fields and fences. We threw out sand 
and rose again. Determined to stay 
in the air as long as possible, we threw 
overboard everything that added un- 
necessarily to the weight of the bal- 
loon. We thought for a time that we 
would be able to sail through the 
night, knowing that the warming sun 
in the morning would expand the gas 
and carry us into the high cm rents. 
But after we had spent all our ballast 
but two sacks, which were essential 
to safe lauding, we decided to come 
down. 


The landing was effected without 


difficulty m a meadow, six miles from 
Owatonna. In climbing from the bas- 
ket 
Captain 
Hudson tripped and 


sprained his ankle." 


Distances in balloon races are meas- 


ured in a line from starting point to 
the landing place, and not by the total 
number of miles traveled. 


A table, of the air line distances 


traveled by the ballocns follows Pom- 
mern, 52 miles; King Edward, 24 
miles; American, 58 miles; United 
States, 55 miles; Chicago. 73 miles. 


C. A. Coey. pilot of the Chicago, 


wired from Blooming Prairie, Minn., 
where he landed, as follows: 


"Landed en the farm of O. P. Broo- 


ten. Our trip was the most enjoyable 
one yet. 
While were are somewhat 


disappointed in the short distance 
made, yet the slow pace gave us a 
most beautiful opportunity" to see the 
country. Had the gas been good we 
would at least have broken the endur- 
ance record, as the wind currents 
were favorable. 
At one time we 


were traveling so low that our drag 
rope anchored us and held us prison- 
ers for over an hour. 


"We broke loose by rocking the bas- 


ket and soon were sailing on. At 7:27 
a. m. we sighted Dr. Thomas in the 
Pommern. 
We noticed he was in a 


strata moving north, so we rose above 
him and at an altitude of 1,200 feet 
found a current which took u,s south- 
east. As the Pommern was below the 
clouds we lost sight of her. Have 
nothing to regret, as we stayed up as 
long as we possibly could on account 
of poor gas."

Papers Denounce Yankees For Their 


Commercial Activity. 


Mexico City, July 20.—The anti-for- 


eign fight in Mexico is assuming large 
proportions, and a bitter controversy 
over the question is being waged by 
the foreign and native press. La Pa- 
tria printed an article in which it pro- 
claims the time ripe for a policy 
whose rallving cry shall be "Mexico 
for the Mexicans." Most of the tirade 
is directed against the "Yankees,"' a 
term of contempt used by Mexican ed- 
itors in designating Americans. 


Among other things La Patria de- 


clares that if Americans think the 
governments of Argentine. Chile or 
Brazil more enlightened than of Mex- 
ico they should journey to those parts, 
the sooner the better. 


After referring to the efforts on the 


part of foreigners against the pro- 
posed new mining law restricting in- 
corporations in Mexico, the 
paper 


says: "We repeat our attitude towards 
foreigners. We are not boxers, but 
patriots, and when we take a given 
decision we take it not as against for- 
eigners, but for the benefit of Mexico." 


The paper summarizes the anti-for- 


eign sentiment as follows, and cham- 
pions all but the railway measures: 
"The minister of public works has 
submitted to the executive o£ the 
union the draft of the new mining law 
which incapacitates our foreign neigh- 
bors from acquiring mines in the fron- 
tier states and foreign 
companies 


from acquiring mines in any part of 
the republic."
